Pasture 





OES it really pay to put hogs on 

pasture? Or could you do just as 

well—maybe better—by keeping them 
penned up on concrete? 

“I think the time’s coming when we’ll 
be raising most of our hogs on con- 

ete.” That’s the opinion of Ralph 
Lundahl, veteran Boone county, Iowa, 
hog producer. And legume pasture has 
been a key part of his profitable hog 
program for years. 

Feed experts are learning how to 
give a hog everything he needs in the 
right amounts to make fast, efficient 
gains, Lundahl reasons. Why put the 
hog on pasture, where he’ll burn up 
good energy chasing around the field? 

And last year’s tests at Iowa State 
College indicated that some legume 
pastures may not be replacing as much 
protein in the hog’s ration as some 
hog producers have believed. 

How much value does pasture have 
for growing-fattening hogs? 

Ask Ed Gries of Keokuk county, 
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Pasture or Concrete? 


Hog producers compare the two 


systems under farm conditions 


Iowa. He split his hog herd last year 
—put some on pasture and kept some 
on concrete. 


All of Gries’ pigs were started 
on concrete. He kept 95 head 
penned up from birth to market. 
And he put 138 head of February 
pigs on red clover pasture May 22. 


Rations for the two lots of hogs were 
different. But Gries kept feed cost 
records. 

Feed cost per pound of pork pro- 
duced was the same for hogs on pasture 
as for hogs on concrete. However, no 
charge was made for pasture. 

Rate of gain for pigs on pasture was 
about the same as for pigs on concrete. 

However, Gries admits: “It really 
wasn’t a fair comparison for the pas- 
ture because the weather was so dry.” 
The pasture produced practically no 
feed after drouth hit in late July. 

“T think gains on the pasture might

on concrete gain- 
ed at same rate 
and feed cost was the 
same as for pigs On pas- 
ture for Ed Gries of Keo- 
kuk county, Iowa. But 
they required more labor. 
Gries cleaned floors twice 
daily. 


Pigs 
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have been a little cheaper if it had been 
better pasture,” Gries says. 

This year, Gries is putting all of his _ 
pigs on pasture—mainly to get away - 
from the extra work of keeping them 
on concrete. 

“Of course there’s work in keeping 
hogs on pasture, too,” Gries says. “But 
I would rather haul water and feed 
than haul manure.” He found it neces- 
sary to clean floors twice daily. 

Joe Wise of Buena Vista county, 
Iowa, split his hog herd two years ago. 
He raised one lot of hogs on concrete. 
The other lot was put on a pasture 
mixture of alfalfa, red clover, alsike 
clover and bromegrass. 

Wise didn’t keep accurate feed cost 
records. But he did observe that hogs 
on concrete ate more protein supple- 
ment than hogs on pasture. 

The confined hogs averaged seven 
or eight pounds heavier than pastured 
hogs when sold at the same age, Wise 
says. 

“If you want to cheapen gains— 
maybe take a little longer in getting 
hogs to market—you can do it on 
pasture,” Wise concludes. “But if you 
want to get fastest gains—and do a 
real bang-up job—feeding on concrete 
may be the way to do it.” 

Wise doubts that the average farmer 
can handle as many hogs on concrete 
as on pasture—because of the extra 
labor requirement. 














“On concrete, good management 
is more important than ever,” 
Wise declares. “You can’t neglect 


hogs—even for one day!” 







Quality of pasture makes a big dif- 
ference in its value for hogs. If pas- 
ture is poor, pigs will eat more protein, 
Wise has found. 

Feed efficiency, rate of gain and 
labor requirement are three.of the 
points to be considered in the pasture 
vs. concrete argument. Another is dis- 
ease control. 

The average hog producer can con- 
trol disease best by raising pigs on 
clean pastures, Wise believes. , 

Farmers who have good concrete lots 
can handle the disease problem. But 
that requires top-notch sanitation.

Two Glasses of Milk 

TWO EXTRA GLASSES of milk per 
week for each person in the United 
States would have solved the dairy sur- 
plus problem in 1953. 

With just that much extra consump- 
tion, the government would own no 
dairy products at this time. 

That statement is made by a USDA 
dairy marketing specialist. Here are still 
more astonishing figures. 

Civilian consumption of milk and 
milk products declined from 821 pounds 
per capita in 1942 to 689 pounds per 
capita in 1953. The 1953 figure is a 
new low. 

And consider this: if fluid milk and 
cream had been ,consumed in 1953 at 
the level actually used in 1945, that 
increase would have equalled two-thirds 
of 1953 government purchases. 

It’s plain that our dairy problem is a 
consumption problem. Per capita pro- 
duction is not too high. Each person is 
eating less dairy products than 10 years 
ago. 

So the June Dairy Month educational 
and promotional program is on the right 
track. But we'll have to do more to 
reach all of our people. 

Incentives for consumption are called 
for. Push school lunches and food 
stamp programs. Adopt production pay- 
ments as a price support method rather 
than wasteful purchase and storage. 
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Farin Protits low? 


ARE YOUR CROPS good and yet your 
farm doesn’t make the money you think 
it should? Examine these points. 

Your farm may be too small. Or crop 
acres may be too few. Costs will be 
high if labor and machinery are not 
fully used. 

For example, if a 160-acre farm is 
suited to grow only 35 acres of corn 
per year, it can hardly .support capital 
investment in a three-plow tractor and 
the equipment that goes with it. 

This reason for low farm income is 
most common in less fertile Corn Belt 
areas. But in.all cases, machinery in- 
vestment should fit size and type of 
farm. 

Another reason for low farm income 
may be too few or too many corn acres 
for a particular farm. 

Corn is the high profit crop. So too 
few corn acres will reduce net income. 

But too many corn acres may shrink 
income too. Above a certain point on 
each farm, extra corn acres cut both 
per acre yields and total production. 

Since corn is the high cost crop as 
well as the high profit crop, extra acres 
at lower yields increase cost per bushel. 

Other things may cause low income.

No bad farm depression 


is seen in years ahead 


S A farm depression coming? Why 

didn’t it come as usual after World 
War II? You may be asking these ques- 
tions along with many other farmers. 

In search of answers, let’s look for 
causes of post-war farm depressions; 
try to find what changed the pattern 
after World War II; then see what the 
prospect is for the years ahead. 


ARM depressions have followed our 
major wars each time except after 
World War II. 

Principal factors causing our post- 
war depressions have been these two: 

1. Total farm plant has been too big 
for peacetime consumption. So surplus 
troubles have come rapidly after end 
of wars. 

2. Deflation of credit and currency 
after war inflation. Return to “sound 
money” always hurts farmers. 


OW why didn’t these things operate 
to bring depression after World 
War II? 

In the first place, the war didn’t get 
completely over. We had the Korean 
war and enormous defense expenditures 
continuing to the present. 

And government intervened when 
farm surpluses appeared or when money 
got tight.

Watch Corn Go By 


THE MAN on the corn cultivator has 
little time to enjoy the scenery. 

First time over, he must watch every 
hill or stalk go by. Too much dirt under 
the shields will cover corn. Too little 
leaves weeds. Careful adjustment and 
accurate steering are required. 

Second time over on checked corn, 
eyes must be on the hill ahead. If it’s 
out of line, quick work on the steering 
wheel is called for. A moment late and 
the hill is torn out with the weeds. 

Last time over, cultivator shovels or 
sweeps must be kept from gouging the 
corn roots. At laying-by speeds, that 
requires close attention.

OW what of future prospects of a 
-“ farm depression? Will farms pro- 
duce unmanageable surpluses? Will 
money and credit deflation wreck agri- 
culture as it has done before? 

Two things will work against unman- 
ageable farm surpluses. One is the farm 
program which all signs indicate will be 
continued. The other is the fact that 
population. is gaining on farm produc- 
tion. 

On the question of monetary defla- 
tion, there is evidence of a new and 
vigorous money and credit policy to 
support a steady price level. Neither 
administration since the war has showed 
any tendency to tolerate deflation. 

In fact, our foreign policy and the 
cold war call for domegtic prosperity. 
Government must act to keep industrial 
and farm production up. 


O the outlook can be said to be en- 
couraging. There’s good reason to 
believe that the bad kind of post-war 
depression will not come this time. 
But that doesn’t mean that farmers 
will have no difficulties and adjustments 
to make. The change from a rising price 
level to a steady or lower price level 
is always hard to manage. 
It’s a good time to be cautious. Build 
a reserve if you can. But it’s not a good 
time to get panicky and fail to use 
money or credit for productive purposes. 
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Supports Gain Favor 


SOME WERE surprised when a recent 
poll of Iowa and northern Illinois farm- 
ers showed that price supports are gain- 
ing in favor. Others saw meaning for 
the future. 

The Chicago Union Stockyards fi- 
nanced surveys in the lowa-lllifois 
area. lowa State College did the work. 

Farmers were asked how they felt 
about price supports on feed grains, 
hogs, cattle and butter. Same questions 
were asked in April or July, 1953, and 
again in January, 1954. Here are opin- 
ion shifts for the nine-month period. 

Feed Grain: Farmers favoring sup- 
ports increased from 44 to 68 percent 
from April, 1953, to January this year. 

Hogs: Increase in approval for sup- 
ports was from 30 to 42 percent. 

Cattle: Farmers favoring supports 
increased from 36 to 48 percent. 

Butter: From July, 1953, to January 
this year, increase in approval of sup- 
ports was from 50 to 58 percent. 

Surprising _ thing about farmers’ 
replies is the gain in approval of hog 
and cattle supports. Prices have been 
high on hogs and fairly good on cattle. 

Meaning of increased approval of 
price supports may be this: 

When farmers see supplies building 
up with prospect of lower prices, they’re 
likely to rally behind the farm program. 


Home Improvements 


MANY FARMERS will be unable to 
make needed home improvements un- 
less congress restores funds eliminated 
by the U.S. budget bureau. 

Home improvement loans have been 
available thru the Farmers Home Ad- 
ministration for about five years. In- 
quiry from B. W. Lodwick, head of lowa 
FHA, reveals that no Iowa loans are 
delinquent. 

Only about half of Corn Belt homes 
are modern. And since FHA borrowers 
have met their obligations, it appears 
unfair to stop these farm loans.

The product must be marketed to 
show a profit. The higher the sale price, 
the bigger the profit you pocket. 


There’s money to be made in 
careful marketing.

For example, soybeans sold for less 
than loan price at combine time last fall. 
For a while this spring, the price was 
better than four dollars a bushel. 

Market information showed this trend 
in advance.

Extra 
pigs mean prices are likely to take a 
sharp tumble in late summer or early 
fall. 

So if you have pigs that can hit an 
early market, it may really vay off to 
push them all you can 
price break could mean several dollars 
more profit on each pig.

You don’t get a real understanding of 
marketing by reading the market page 
once. It takes study and experience. No 
matter how much you’ study markets, 
you won't hit them right every time. 
But you can hit a higher percent of the 
high markets. 

“Make a habit of listening to markets 
on the radio. And reading marketing in- 
formation in farm papers,” suggests 
Charles Borop of Bureau county, Illinois. 

Joe Gray farms with his brother in 
Mahaska county, Iowa. 
He keeps a sharp eye 
on markets. 

“I belong to a farm 
management group,” 
says Gray. “I watch 
outlook information in 
farm papers. I file 
copies of an outlook 
letter.” 

Then he adds, “None 
of these sources is right 
all the time. So I sort 
of put all the ideas to- 
gether and come up 
with my own plan.” 

Both Borop and 
Gray sounded the same 
warning — Don’t try 
jumping in and out of 
the market.

For example, most farmers have 
several choices of markets for their 
hogs. But trucking costs, shrink, 
sorting practices and premium for 
top quality can make a lot of differ- 
ence in what you actually get. 


If you market grain, there’s more 
than market price to consider. Will 
your grain keep in storage? Does price 
usually go up after harvest? How much 
shrink and loss can you expect? What 
does it actually cost to keep grain in 
storage? How much will it add to your 
property tax? 

Big thing you want to know is how 
much storing grain costs. And your 
chances of getting enough price increase 
to pay these costs and leave a profit. 

Choosing the best market is no easy 
job. But it can pay well. 

“T usually do my reading and think- 
ing about markets in the evening,” says 
Gray. “But it would pay to take time 
away from production to watch markets 
if I didn’t do it some other way.” 

“Know what it costs you to produce a 
pound of pork or raise*a bushel of corn. 
Then, you have a better idea of the mar- 
ket risks you can take safely,” thinks 
Gray. 

Marketing is important to everyone 
who has something to sell. You have 
some choice or decision to make each 
time you sell. So make marketing part 
of your business that pays.

When to cultivate? Both depth and 
number of times you cultivate are deter- 
mined by growth of weeds. If growth of 
weeds and soil conditions favor a good 
kill, go over the field as soon as corn is 
up. Otherwise, wait until you can kill 
a crop of weeds. 

A rotary hoe, weeder, or spike-tooth 
harrow should do the job on small 
weeds right after the corn comes up. If 
the soil has a light crust, you can count 
on these implements to get most of the 
weeds. With a heavy crust or a loose 
dry surface, on the soil, kill of weeds is 
hol as good. 

One big advantage of early weed con- 
ol is this: Cultivation with sweeps can 
ve delayed until corn is high enough 
Wat weeds in the hill or row can be 
cOvered. 

Early cultivation often means that 
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feeding area of the corn. 

Cultivation can help this by 
reducing cracking and by filling 
cracks that have started. 


Now what about cultiva- 
tion to conserve moisture? 
Nothing to it, say the ex- 
perts. 


Early in the growth period, 
eorn roots cover the area be- 
tween the rows. Any moisture 
that moves up thru the soil will 
be taken in by the roots. 

Any dry layer at the surface of 
the soil cuts evaporation. For 
that, a dry crust is as good as a 
dust mulch. All cultivation does 
is speed evaporation temporarily 
so a dry layer forms sooner.

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How to make 


erass silage 


Preservative advised for beginners—,; 
if you’re ensiling high-moisture forage 


OU can have high quality 
grass silage—or you can end 
up with a feed that’s grass silage 
and nothing more. The differ- 
ence depends on the crop you en- 
sile—and how you handle the 
material. 
Any crop that will make rea- 


| sonably good hay can be adapted 
| to grass silage. 
| quality 
| gume-grass 


But it takes a top 
crop, preferably a _le- 
mixture, to get top 
quality silage. The silo won't 
make high quality feed out of a 
poor crop. 


USDA experiments show 
that up to 84 percent of the 
food value may be trans- 
ferred from field to feed bunk 
thru grass silage. That's if 
you do a good job of making 
silage. 


Let’s say you have a good feed 
crop to start with. How should 
you handle it to get the best pos- 
sible quality of silage? 

Whether you store the silage in 
an upright silo, a trench silo, or 
a stack silo doesn’t make much 
difference as to quality. Of course 
the percentage of spoilage may 
be greater in stack or trench silos 
than in upright silos—due to the 
greater amount of surface ex- 


posure. 
But by packing the silage 
thoroly, many stack and trench 


silo users have succeeded in hold- 
ing spoilage down to four to six 
inches on the surface. 

Length of cut doesn’t make 
much difference either—se long 
as you cut the forage in pieces 
that are short enough to permit 


r solid packing. 


Best time to ensile forage crops 
is when they’re about the same 
maturity as for highest quality 
hay—or maybe even slightly 
more mature. That’s the opinion 
of Ralph Krenzin, extension 
crops specialist at Iowa State 
College. 

He recommends that alfalfa be 
cut in the early (one-tenth to 
one-fourth) bloom. Clovers should 
be cut at one-half to full bloom; 
cereals at milk or early dough 
stage, and grasses after heading 
but before they start to bloom. 

Where legumes dominate the 
mixture, they should be used as 
the guide for time of cutting. 

Legume grass mixtures cut at 
the suggested stage probably will 
have a moisture content of 
around 80 percent—or slightly 
more—when cut. 

To get the best silage without 
adding a preservative, chopped 
hay should contain 65 to 70 per- 
cent moisture when it goes into 
the silo. 

Too much moisture leads to 
seepage, strong odor and a slick, 
greasy feel in the silage. When 
moisture content is too low, poor 
packing, spoilage and “burned” 
silage may result. In either case, 
silage loses feed value and taste 
appeal. 


In drying weather, chopped 
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hay will lose some moisture a 
it’s hauled from field to silo. By; 
it’s not likely to lose enough ty 
bring it down to the level for ep. 
siling without a preservative. 

That would indicate, then, that 
you should wilt the hay for , 
short time between mowing anj 
chopping—or that you should 
add a preservative. 

A preservative is good in. 
surance if you have high. 
moisture forage or if you are 
a beginner with grass silage, 
Krenzin says. 

Most common preservatives in 
Iowa—and the most easily avail. 
able—are feed grains «such as 
corn-and-cob meal, sugar and dry 
or wet molasses, Krenzin says, 
These preservatives take up ex. 
cess moisture and stimulate bac. 
terial fermentation—or the “pick- 
ling” process. 

And there’s an added advan- 
tage in using those preservatives. 
Krenzin says that about 75 per- 
cent of the feed value of the pre- 
servatives will remain in the si- 
lage. That will reduce grain re- 
quirements when silage is fed to 
livestock next winter. 

However, many experienced 
farmers are making good quality 
grass silage without the use of 
a preservative. They try for 
moisture content that’s about 
right. And they emphasize thoro 
packing of the material in the

Just when is the right time? 
The experts seem to agree pretty 
well on that. 

Take red clover, for example. 
University of Missouri recom- 
mends cutting red clover at about 
the three-fourths bloom 
But not later than full bloom 
That gives high yields of good 

hay. 
ersity of Minnesota recom- 
mends cutting red clover at about 

That gives hay 
slightly more protein and 
slightly lower total yields.

Protein per acre of red clover

University of Missouri sug.

Iowa State College workers use 
a similar standard. They recom- 
mend cutting alfalfa from t 
one-tenth to one-fourth bloon 
Or when new growth from the

Allow 40 to 45 days be- 
tween cuttings of alfalfa. Ex- 
periments show that root re- 
serves are at a low level 
about 20 days after cutting. 
Leaving another 20 days 
gives time for root reserves 
to build back up. 


This is the key to fall cutting. 
If alfalfa is cut after the first 
week in September, it is likely to 
have low root reserves when It 
stops growth. That increases 
winterkill. 

However, a cutting 
made after the plant stops 
growth without damage. That's 
usually after the middle of Octo- 
ber.

Keep Flies Out 
Of Toilet

2. Let dealers have surplus 
butter at a low price. Then they 
could sell it along with current 
production butter at average 
price for the two. That was dis- 
carded as ineffective. 

3. Let butter prices drop to 


whatever prices are necessary to 
move butter into consumption. 
Then pay the processing plant 
the difference between the mar- 
ket price and the support price. 
This is like the Brannan plan 


-except that the payment is made 


to processors rather than direct 
to farmers. This plan was aban- 
doned. It was said the secretary 
had no power to use it -under 
the law. 

Benson has offered butter for 
export at world prices. That 
would be 15 to 20 cents per 
pound below domestic prices. 

This offer did not exclude Rus- 
sian or other Iron Curtain coun- 
tries. But some time after the 
offer was made, no foreign sales 
had been announced. 

* * * * 
Meanwhile, Senator Aiken, 

Vermont Republican and 
chairman of the senate agri- 
culture committee, has told 
newsmen that the govern- 
ment will eventually have to 
adopt the production pay- 
ment plan of supporting 
dairy prices.

Vy J] ANT to stretch the carrying 

capacity of your pasture? 
Hauling and feeding fresh, chop- 
ped forage to your cattle in dry 
lot offers one possibility. 

That’s what we're told by sev- 
eral Corn Belt farmers who have 
tried the practice of hauling pas- 
ture to cattle. And after last 
year’s experiments, lowa State 
College workers agree that feed- 
ing fresh, chopped forage results 
in greater carrying capacity than 
you would get by grazing cattle 
on the same pasture. * 


How much does the prac- 
tice increase carrying capac- 
ity? 

“About three times,” says John 
Wilkinson of Clinton county, 
Iowa. And there’s no hesitation 
in his answer. John and his 


- brother, Dean, have been hauling 


chopped forage to steers in the 
feedlot for two summers. 

Another large-scale, eastern 
Iowa cattle feeder says the in- 
crease in carrying capacity may 
be even greater than suggested 
by Wilkinson. This cattle feeder, 
who prefers not to be mentioned 
by mame, has been hauling 
chopped pasture to his cattle 
for five years. 

And he says his legume-grass 
pastures supported 10 head of 
steers per acre last summer, 
Cattle weren’t on full feed, 
either. They started the season 
eating about five pounds of grain 
per day. Grain was increased 
gradually thru the summer. 

By increasing the carrying Ca- 
pacity of his pastures, the east- 
ern lowa farmer has been able to 
handle more cattle. Much ma- 
nure is produced. The fertility 
level of his farm has been im- 
proved as a result. 

How does hauling forage away 
from pasture increase its carry- 
ing capacity? 

Trampling of grass is elimi- 
nated, explain clipped forage en- 
thusiasts. And that’s important 
in a season that’s quite wet or 
quite dry. Also, loss of grass 
patches fouled by manure is 
avoided. And cattle eat stems 
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of plants which sometimes are 
avoided when grazing. 

There’s another advantage in 
hauling pasture to cattle. Ex. 
perience indicates that it reduces 
the bloat hazard—altho it doesn't 
eliminate it. 

The Wilkinson brothers have 
decided that forage should be 
fairly mature in order to avoid 
the bloat problem. Otherwise 
chopped stems aren’t stiff enough 
to irritate -stomach linings and 
cause steers to belch. 

They came to that conclusion 
after losing two steers from bloat 
when trying to feed third-cutting 
alfalfa. But they’ve had no bloat 
trouble when feeding first and 
second-cutting alfalfa. 

“Never let cattle get hungry,” 
advises John Wilkinson. He and 
his brother intend to give their 
cattle all the chopped forage 
they’ll clean up. And they con- 
sider that another safeguard 
against bloat. 

The Wilkinson brothers mix 
grain with chopped forage before 
feeding it to cattle. But they 
point out that the specialized 
equipment wouldn’t be necessary 
for the farmer who wants to give 
chopped pasture feeding a trial 
on a smaller scale. 

“If you have a field chop- 
per—or can get one—you're 
in business,” says John Wilk- 
inson. Several farmers blow 
the forage into self feeding 
bunks mounted on wagons. 


What about the extra work re 
quired in chopping and hauling 
pasture to cattle? The Wilkin- 
son brothers say that it takes 
them an hour to chop and mix 
feed for 100 head of cattle. They 
have been feeding twice daily. 
But, this year, they hope to re 
duce labor by chopping and feed- 
ing only once each day. Then 
there’s the manure to haul. 

Will the increased carrying ¢@ 
pacity and decreased bloat haz- 
ard balance the extra labor re 
quired in hauling pasture to 
cattle? Every farm situation 1s 
different. You'll have to answer 
that question for yourself.

AN you afford to own a com-

Of 
course, upkeep will vary with 
the amount of use a combine 
gets. About $110 a year should 
bea good average for most farms.

consider a combine for anything 
over 40 acres a year. One man 
can handle a combine. So you 
can do custom work enough to 
make the combine pay. Or you 
could buy a used combine to keep 
depreciation down.” 


“There are only a couple 
days during the season when 
a field of oats is just right for 
harvest. When you own the 
combine, you don’t have to 
wait for the custom oper- 
ator,” he points out. 


“There’s still another way to 
make a combine pay out on a 
small acreage,” says McQuown. 
“You could trade work with 
a neighbor. Maybe you could do 
the combining and he could do 
the corn picking.” 

E. L. Stafford of Andrew coun- 
ty, Missouri, usually has about 
50 acres of small grain. He 
doesn’t own a combine. 

Says Stafford, “I had a combine 
with a neighbor for awhile. It 
worked out well. Neither of us 
had too much money tied up. Up- 
keep was pretty high because of 
rocks, hills and ditches in the 
fields.” 

“Now I hire my combining 
done. Nearly everyone around 
here has a combine. So I don’t 
have any trouble getting a com- 
bine when I want it. And I can 
get good operators, too,” he says. 

“Looks to me like I come out 
at least even. Probably a little 
ahead by hiring a combine,” Staf- 
ford concludes. 

That’s the kind of figuring 
you'll want to do.

Help teen-agers with 


skin problems 


BS pd can I go out with my 
face looking like this?” 

Usual reason behind a question 
like this is acne—the most com- 
mon skin problem during adoles- 
cence. The pimples, blackheads, 
and other blemishes which occur 
on.the face, back and chest affect 
a large majority of adolescents. 

While they are never a threat 
to life or general health, it can 
cause great mental suffering and 
may be followed by_permanent 
scarring. 

Because acne is a distress- 
ing thing and, more impor- 
tant because permanent and 
disfiguring pitting and scar- 
ring occur in severe cases, 
the disorder should not be 
dismissed with the idea that 
“it’s just his age” or “she’ll 
have to outgrow it.” 

The cause of acne is not com- 
pletely understood. Basically, it 
can be considered as being the 
result of overactivity and plug- 
ging of the oil glands of the 
skin. The occurrence of acne at 
the time when hormone produc: 
tion by the internal glands is 
developing suggests that the skin 
may react abnormally to what 
may be slight temporary imbal- 
ance of the sex hormones. How- 
ever, ordinary acne is not to be 
considered a sign of abnormality 
of glandular development. 

Several additional factors may 
be causing blemishes. Among 
these are foods which are rich in 
fats and oils, and chocolate. In 
individual cases, certain other 
foods seem to be important. 

Bromides and iodides found in 
some medications usually make 
the eruption worse, and even 
iodized salt may cause trouble. 
Emotional or nervous tension 
also on occasion appear to be re- 


‘ sponsible for a flareup. 


There seems to be some asso- 
ciation between acne and dan- 
druff. Treatment and control of 
dandruff is often followed by im- 
provement in acne. New blem- 
ishes are sometimes noticed in 
relationship to the menstrual 
cycle. This is further evidence 
of the close relationship of this 
disorder to the endocrine system. 







A few general suggestions, sub. 
ject to modification by one’s doe. 
tor to meet individual needs cay 
be given: 

1. Cleanse the skin care. 
fully two or three times a 
day with soap and water. 

2. Eliminate chocolate 
from the diet, and reduce the 
amounts of fatty and greasy 
foods that are eaten. 

3. Avoid medications con. 
taining iodides or bromides, 
(The decision as to whether 
or not to temporarily elimi- 
nate iodized salt is best left 
to your doctor.) 

4. Avoid picking the skin. 
Learn to keep your hands 
away from your face. 

5. Avoid oily or 
preparations on the skin or 
in the hair. 

6. Bathe and shampoo reg- 
ularly. 

7. Get plenty of rest. 

Your doctor may suggest 
changes in these instructions t 
suit your particular needs. The; 
are presented only as a general 
guide. For any except the most 
mild cases, your doctor’s advice 
and help should be sought. 

Treatment may include special 
soaps and lotions and, under cer- 
tain circumstances, vitamin A, 
thyroid, vaccines, antibiotics, o: 
estrogens. Ultraviolet light or 
x-ray treatments may be recom-

mended. Methods for improving | 


the appearance of pitting and 
scarring which occasionally fol- 
low a severe acne have also been 
developed. 

Your doctor can be of greatest 
help if he is consulted early in 
the course of the disorder. The 
development of a severe acne 
may be prevented by timely and 
proper choice of treatment best 
suited to the individual.

Collecting leaves is a hobby 
you can follow wherever you go 


*UMMER is that wonderful 
lazy time when it’s fun to 
be out of doors and fun to 
study the world around us. 
This adds up to a good rea- 
son for starting a collection 
of leaves which you can 
mount and preserve. 


1 fact, it often leads you on 
hikes and picnics because you'll 
certainly want to swell your col- 
lection to include all the differ- 
ent leaves that you can find in 
your part of the country. 

Collecting leaves would be an 
incomplete pleasure indeed if 
you couldn’t name the trees 
which bear them. Your parents 
will help you identify many of 
them. 

Your local librarian can find 
books and pamphlets for you. 
Other sources of information in- 
clude the botany instructor at 
uur local high school and your 
yuunty agricultural agent. If 
u have a nursery near, check 

re to get information about 

se leaves which have you 
stumped. 

There are several ways of pre- 
serving leaves for a collection. 
Probably the easiest is to press 
the actual leaf under weights. 
Place the leaf between sheets of 
blotting paper or paper toweling, 
ind press it under heavy books 
until dry. 

The leaves can be mounted 
with tiny pieces of scotch tape 
‘ven covered with sheets of 
yphane. 
second way with leaves is 
to preserve the outline by 
g spatter or spray paint. You 
pin the leaf tightly to paper and 
spatter on poster paint by scrap- 
ing a knife blade over an old

ADVENTURES IN PICTURE 
PRINTING 

There is a_ sensitive paper 
which doesn’t require a dark 
room for fine results, now avail- 
able in camera shops. Jt is called 
Velite paper and costs only a few 
cents per sheet. With this paper 
you can work in average sub- 
dued room light, then expose 
your negatives or leaf pictures to 
electric light or sunlight for a 
few seconds. The exposed pic- 
ture must then be developed, put 
into a stop bath, and also fixed 
with photographic solutions be- 
fore the results are final. How- 
ever this procedure is neither 
difficult nor expensive. The three 
chemicals come in a little “Tri- 
Chem” pack for 20 cents. There 
are instructions on both the 
Velite paper and the Tri-chem 
pack, both of which are avail- 
able thru your camera shop. 


With this paper, you can 
make prints from your own 
negatives that are just as 
good as the prints which are 
done professionally. Think 
what fun it would be to make 
prints of a favorite snapshot 
for your gang.

To Keep Your 
Eggs Clean 


There are things you can 
do to reduce the number of 
dirty eggs you pick up each 
day, suggests a North Da- 
kota poultry specialist. 


Here is his suggested eight- 
point program for keeping eggs 
clean: 

1. Keep the hen house dry. 

2. Keep nest and litter dry. 

3. Use community nests, or 
provide one nest for each five 
hens. 

4. Screen platforms under wa- 
terers. 

5. Enclose the roosting space 
with wire mesh. 

6. Keep hens confined to the 
laying house, at least in wet 
weather. 

7. Don’t let hens roost in nest. 

8. Gather eggs at least three 
times a day. 





Fats Added To 
Poultry Feed 


Some waste and surplus 
fat products are being added 
to poultry feeds, says D. J. 
Bray, extension poultryman 
at the University of Illinois. 


Adding the fats helps reduce 
the dust problem in _ poultry 
feeds. In addition, fats give the 
feeds a greener color ang make 
them more palatable. 

Fats in starter rations have 
helped speed up gains in relation 
to feed eaten. Rate of gain in 
broilers, however, has not usual- 
ly been increased. 

Adding fats to poultry rations is 
not practical for the average 
feeder. Feed mixers need spe- 
cial equipment to get the fat 
mixed well into the feeds. Anti- 
oxidants are needed to keep feeds 
from becoming rancid when held 
in storage.

Or, feed pro- 
tein feeds all at the same

This practice is suggested by 
research results at Michigan 
State College. Here are the rea- 
sons: 

Protein feeds vary in their 
amino acid content. Some may 
be weak in one, scme in another. 
And it’s a balance of amino acids 
that you want your pigs to get 
from protein. 

Proteins can supplement each 
other. But they won’t do it un- 
less two or more proteins get 
into the pig’s stomach at the 
same time, or within an hour. 
That’s the discovery made by the 
researchers. 

So if you use different sources 
of protein, feed them all at one 
time for best results, according 
to the Michigan tests. 





Control Mosquitoes 
With DDT 


Do mosquitoes break up 
your backyard picnics? 
Spraying with DDT can re- 
duce the menace. 


Spray all hedges, low trees, 
shrubs, tall grass and other 
mosquito resting places in the 
area. That’s the advice of Harold 
Gunderson, insect control special- 
ist at Iowa State College., A two 
and one-half to five percent DDT 
spray will last from 10 days to 
two weeks, he says. 

Remember also that mosqui- 
toes breed in wet places. Chances 


d feedlot 


are good that you can reduce the 
mosquito population by draining 
and filling low areas. Treat wa- 
ter that’s left standing around 
with DDT-oil mixture.

Straw Beats Soil 
Conditioners 


A wheat straw mulch does 

a better job of preventing 
soil erosion and water run- 
off than a synthetic soil con- 
ditioner. That is indicated by 
preliminary results of tests 
at the Nebraska agricultural 
experiment station, 

A plot mulched with two and 
One-half tons of straw per. acre 
lost far less soil in the Nebraska 
tests than other plots on which 
the soil conditioner was applied 
in rates up to 4,000 pounds per 
acre. 

Test plots were on an 8.5 per- 
cent slope of silty clay loam soil. 
Preliminary results of the study 
cover 17 months during two sea- 
sons. 

The chemical, however, shows 
greater lasting quality than the 
straw. Research workers say 
straw probably should be re- 
placed each year.

Sows Dry Up After 


Farrowing 
To the Editor: Shortly after 
our sows farrowed,. their 


milk supply vanished. The 
veterinarian came out and 
gave them shots that helped 


for a short while. But then 
they dried up again. What 
can we do?—D. T., Poca- 


hontas county, Iowa. 


There are many possible rea- 
sons why sows dry up after far- 
rowing. If gilts are bred when 
too young (five months old), 
they sometimes fail to produce 
enough milk. Also, a ration of 
too much corn combined with not 
enough exercise during gestation 
will cause dry sows. 

But probably the main cause is 
an inherited tendency. Pigs from 
these sows should not be kept for 
breeding purposes. 

Diseases such as mastitis or 
septicemic conditions will stop 
the milk flow and require hor- 
mone injections to start milk 
flow again. Often it takes more 
than one injection to keep milk 
flow going. 





Blood Spots 
In Eggs 


To the Editor: What 
causes blood spots in eggs? 
Our flock is laying very well, 
but nearly one-fourth of the 
have blood spots inh 
them.—H. E., Marshall coun- 
ty, Iowa,

Cause of blood spots in eggs is 
he result of small blood vessels 
rupturing in the oviduct of the 

This releases a_ small 
amount of blood that is incorpor- 
ited into the egg while it is form- 
ing. 

Blood spots are usually con- 
nected with high production. If 
too many of them appear, slow- 
ing down production is the best 
recommendation. 





To Control Worms 
In Sheep 


To the Editor: I see where 
phenothiazine is recom- 
mended for control of nodu- 
lar and stomach worms in 
Sheep. This was by continu- 
ous feeding of salt and phe- 
nothiazine in a 9-1 ratio. Is 
this safe regardless of the 
amount of salt consumed?— 
J.B., Madison county, Iowa. 


Use of phenothiazine fed con- 
Unuously to control stomach 
worms in sheep has not been con- 


Owners are using a 12-1 ratio for 
lambs putting it in a creep and 
using a 9-1 ratio for the ewes. 

One of the leading veterinarians 
in the state says that, in the 
many flocks where he has seen 
continuous feeding of pheno- 
thiazine, he has observed no bad 
results. In the experimental work 
using the recommended rate 
of phenothiazine, there were no 
undesirable reactions from sheep 
of any age. 


Ask About Rhinitis 
Among Hogs 
To the Editor: How long 

does rhinitis stay on a farm 
after infected hogs are dis- 
posed of? Will clean, new 
hogs on clean ground be all 
right, or can I carry the 
germs out to them? How 
long till buildings are safe 
after being disinfected?—A. 
Z., Black Hawk county, 
Iowa. 





Rhinitis will not remain on a 
farm more than three or four 
weeks if carrier animals are dis- 
posed of and manure and bed- 
ding hauled to fieids. 

If you have purchased clean 
hogs and have them on clean 
ground, you should be able to 
keep away from this disease 
with good sanitation. All troughs, 
feedérs, and waterers should be 
carefully disinfected. 

If buildings are cleaned up and 
washed with boiling lye water, 
they should be safe to use three 
or four weeks later. 


Can Dip With BHC 
And Lindane 
New rule by U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture approves 
use of benzene hexachloride 
and lindane for dipping cattle 
and sheep in federal-state co- 
operative scabies’ eradica- 
tion programs. 





Approval is extended only to 
wettable powders, however, and 
not to emulsifiable concentrates 
of the insecticides. 

Previously, only dips contain- 
ing nicotine sulfate or lime sul- 
fur were approved for this pur- 
pose. The effect of this an- 
nouncement is to provide alter- 
nate dips for use in treating 
cattle and sheep affected with or 
exposed to scabies. 

Department officials said ex- 
perience has proved that these 
dips, if used properly, will pro- 
vide scabies control. But officials 
warned that care must be exer- 
cised in the use of BHC and lin-

Creep feeding can do that for 
you. But will it pay? 

Lew Eckels of Adams county, 
Iowa, thinks He says, “I 
started creep feeding for the first 
time last year. I keep my calves

and feed them out. This year I’d 
they were a month—prob- 
ably two months—ahead of other 
years.” 

“That faster finish can mean 
a higher price in many years,” 
he adds. 

Dwinell Graff of Andrew coun- 
ty, Missouri, figures creep feed- 
ing will pay, too. 

He says, “I’m building a creep 
feeder. By dropping’ calves 
earlier and creep feeding, I’ll get 
bigger calves at weaning time. I 
can put extra weight on calves 
that way cheaper than in the 
feedlot.” 

“IT usually feed out my own 
calves. But it looks like creep 
feeding would pay even if I sold 
calves for feeders,” he figures. 


say 


“Creep fed calves are big- 
ger. And they keep more of 
that baby bloom. They sell 
right at the top of feeder calf 


sales,” observes Graff. 
A. J. Dyer, animal husbandry 
specialist at the University of 


Missouri, figures things out this 
way: 

“When price of feeders looks 
too low compared to fat cattle, 
creep feeding should really pay 
off. That gives a bigger, fatter 
calf by fall. 

“Farmers can keep the calves, 
put them on full feed and have 
light weight fat beeves for mar- 
ket in January or February.” 

With pasture, that pro-

Creep feed for 


beef calves? 


You can make creep feeding pay off with 
bigger and fatter calves at weaning time 


Then creep feeding has little ad- 
vantage. 

Or suppose calves are to be 
long fed and carried to heavy 
yearling weights. Creep feeding 
probably won’t pay in this case, 
either. 

Big advantage for creep feed- 
ing comes when calves are sold 
as feeders or pushed to make fat, 
light-weight beef. 

Creep feeding helps fill out the 
slack pasture season. That could 
be a big help this year if dry 
weather hits again. 


What kind of ration for 
creep feeding calves? 


Graff says, “I’ll start with oats 
and gradually add corn. As milk 
production goes down and cows 
dry up, I’ll add some protein.” 

Dyer “Missouri tests 
show shelled corn is tops for 
creep feeding. Use eight to 10 
parts of shelled corn to one part 
of 40 percent protein. You may 
not need that much protein on 
good pasture. When cows are 
milking well, calves have little 
need for extra protein.” 

“You can coax calves to eat a 
little earlier if you add bran or 
oat to the mixture. Cracking 
the corn may encourage earlier 
eating, too,” he points out.

How Much Milk 
To Break Even? 


A dairy cow that produces 
only 5,000 pounds of milk 
per year is barely paying her 
board and keep. 

This fact showed up once more 
in a recent USDA study of pro- 
duction records of nearly 950,000 
dairy cows. 

And USDA workers say it indi- 
cates that one-third to one-half 
of the cows in the U.S. may be 
“star boarders.” The average cow 
in the U.S. produces only 5,328 
pounds of milk and 209 pounds 
of butterfat.

DDING an antibiotic to the 

44% feed has stimulated growth 
of chickens, turkeys, baby pigs, 
growing -fattening swine and 
dairy calves. What happens if 
you feed an antibiotic to fatten- 
ing cattle? 

There’s been some _ doubt. 
Some feed experts have feared 
that the antibiotic would have a 
harmful effect on the “bugs” 
which break down cellulose ma- 
terials in the rumen. 

But laboratory and feedlot tests 
conducted at the Pfizer Agricul- 
tural Research and Development 
Farm near Terre Haute, Ind., in- 
dicate that feeding of terramycin 
does not harm rumen microflora 
activity. In fact, it may speed 
up gains and boost feed efficiency 
in fattening cattle. 

That’s what research workers 
told farm editors who attended 
the annual Pfizer farm field day 
last month. 

Artificial rumen studies showed 
that the activity of rumen bugs 
took a sizable drop immediately 
after the feeding of terramycin 
was started. But it returned to 
normal within a few days—even 
tho feeding of the antibiotic was 
continued. 

In feedlot tests, yearling 
steers receiving the antibiotic 
showed a 10 percent increase 
in rate of grain and improved 
feed efficiency as compared 
with steers receiving no anti- 
biotic. 

Several hundred head of cattle 
are on feeding tests at the Pfizer 
farm now to get more informa- 
tion about the effect of antibiotic 
feeding on consumption, 
feed éfficiency and rate of gain. 
\ LIQUID combination of ter- 
. ramycin and polymyxin | 
sulphate has cured more than 9 
percent of all the cases of mastitis 
in cows treated in field trials, 
say Pfizer research workers. 

They say the new treatment 
works so well because it is a 
liquid. After injection, it dis- 
perses immediately and reaches 
the infected area of the udder 
at once.

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DDING an antibiotic to feed 
44 or drinking water at high 
levels has controlled a variety of 
cattle, sheep, swine and poultry 
diseases in field tests, Pfizer 
workers say. 

Antibiotics in the feed or wa- 
ter act directly against such dis- 
eases as diarrhea, enteritis, blue 
comb disease and hexamitiasis, 
the scientists say. In the case of 
respiratory and other infectious 
diseases, the antibiotic corrects

Watch For Phony 
Tank Cleaners 


To the Editor: Two middle- 
aged men stopped at our aged 
parent’s house and cleaned 
their septic tank. 

One of the men stayed in 
the house and visited with 
the old folks while the other 
man worked outside on the 
septic tank. 

When the job was finished, 
our parents were told it 
would cost them $650. My 
dad signed the check which 
the men already had made 
out. My dad is old and not 
well and knows nothing 
about what a septic tank 
cleaning job should cost. 

Our parents were ashamed 
to tell us that they had been 
“rooked” out of so much 
money. They need this 
money since they are no 
longer able to work and it 
was a part of their life sav- 
ings. 

What can we do to help 
them get part of their money 
back?—Mrs. W. C. G., Cotton- 
wood county, Minnesota. 


There isn’t anything you can 
do to get the money back unless 
you can locate the men that 
| cleaned the septic tank. These 
operators usually give phony 
names and addresses. And once 
they leave a farm with the 
money, it’s almost impossible to 
locate them. 

If you are lucky enough to find 
the -septic tank cleaners, you 
have to hire an attorney in the 
area where they live to start 
action thru court to recover the 
money.

Local septic tank cleaners do a 
good job and can be found in 
case you aren’t satisfied with 
their work. Honest septic tank 
cleaners will not object to show- 
ing you proper identification. 
Look at their drivers license if 
you are suspicious of the identi- 
fication given. 

It’s a good idea to take the li- 
cense number of the truck or 
car. You would have a better 
chance of lecating the men if 
you have the truck license num- 
ber. 

Some states require that all 
septic tank cleaners, spray paint- 
ers, and others be licensed by the 
state department of agriculture. 
This weeds out the dishonest and 
phony operators. In these states, 
the department of agriculture 
has authority to revoke the li- 
cense in such cases of. fraudulent 
operation as this.

Application of 2,4-D also is 
risky if you have legumes seeded 
with oats. However, legumes 
sometimes survive. 


What rate of application? 
The general recommendation 
for control of Canada thistles 
calls for one-half pound of 
2,4-D ester or one pound of 
2,4-D amine per acre. 


In spraying thistles in oats, 
some farmers get a satisfactory 
kill with a smaller dosage. Light- 
er applications aren’t so likely to 
damage the oats or legume seed- 
ings, they point out. 

And there’s another advantage 
in lighter applications. College 
tests as well as farm experiences 
have indicated that lighter dos- 
ages give a more lasting kill. 
Heavy dosages kill the tops more 
quickly. But they don’t kill the 
roots—as do lighter dosages. 

No matter what rate of appli- 
cation you use, you can be sure 
of this: No single treatment with 
2,4-D will give a complete kill.

Demers has sprayed thistles in 
oats for several years. The treat- 
ment has knocked thistles down. 
And it has helped keep the weeds 
from spreading. But 2,4-D hasn't 
wiped out his thistle problem.

College weed control spe- 
cialists say that eradication 
of Canadian thistles with 
2,4-D requires a series of 
treatments over a period of 
at least two years—usually 
longer. 


At least two applications of 
2,4-D are necessary each year. 
First treatment should be made 
when thistles are in the bud 
stage. And thistles should be 
sprayed again when they are 
four to eight inches in height. 
A third spraying is suggested if 
the third growth reaches a height 
of four inches or more. 

If thistles are threatening fu- 
ture crops in your oats field, E. 
P. Sylwester, extension weed con- 
trol specialist at Iowa State Col- 
lege, suggests this plan: 

Plow the field soon after the 
oats crop is harvested. Then go 
over the area with a _ spring- 
toothed harrow whenever re- 
growth appears. Continue the 
harrowing until the ground 
freezes in the fall. 

Start cultivating again next 
spring as soon as green growth 
begins and continue frequent cul- 
tivations until about the first of 


June. Then plant the area to a 
heavy stand of sorghum, sudan 
_grass, soybeans or millet. 


Fallowing the ground this sum- 
mer and fall will send thistles 
into the winter in a weakened 
condition. And a good smother 
crop next year will choke them 
out, Sylwester says.

Keep farm animals away from paint buckets, 
spray materials, fertilizers, and rat killers 


INSECTICIDES—Overstimula- 
tion or listlessness may result if 
animals swallow _ excessive 
amounts of chlorinated insecti- 
cides such as DDT, BHC, lindane, 
chlordane, etc. as used in sprays 
or dips. 

WEED KILLERS—Arsenicals 
usually are the most dangerous. 
Animals won’t eat plants treated 
with arsenicals. But they may 
drink from puddles containing 
arsenic in recently treated fields. 

Cattle like plants which have 
been treated with sodium chlor- 
ate. Sudden death may result 
from eating this material. 

TCA is very caustic in concen- 
trated solutions. It may result 
in severe irritation to all tissues. 

Chemicals such as 2,4-D, 2,4,5-T 
and MCP are not poisonous to 
animals. But they produce 
changes in some plants that re- 
sult in hazards to animals. 

WARFARIN 
used rat poison will destroy 
blood clotting properties of live- 
stock and pets which eat it regu- 
larly for several days. 

FERTILIZERS — Broken and 
empty sacks of fertilizers which 
contain nitrogen should be kept 
away from animals. The material 
is poisonous to livestock. 

SODIUM FLOURIDE — Com- 
monly used as a “wormer” for 
swine, this chemical should be 
used only in dry form as not 
more than one percent of the ra- 
tion. Medicated feed should be 
kept away from other livestock— 
especially chickens. 

In cases of livestock poison- 
ing, it’s a good idea to call your 
veterinarian. A correct diagnosis 
will help determine the cause of 
the death. Then you can remove 
the cause.

Mulch will help 


your garden 


What materials should you use? When 
should mulch be applied? How deep? 


Looking for an easy way 
to control weeds and con- 
serve soil moisture in your 
garden — and add organic 
matter to the soil? Here’s 
helpful advice from Ben F. 
Vance, extension horticultur- 
ist at lowa State College. 

MAY home gardeners are 
A finding that summer mulch- 
ing is the greatest time and labor 
saver that they ever have used 
in their gardens. 

If you usually have trouble 
with weeds or if your soil dries 
out fast, the summer mulch can 
help you produce better crops of 
vegetables, flowers and fruits. 
There’s little doubt about that. 

Here’s what a summer mulch 
will do for you: 


Conserve moisture; control 
weeds; keep the soil cooler; 
keep fruit, vegetables and 
flowers cleaner; prevent ero- 
sion; add organic matter, and 
help control certain diseases, 


A mulch will protect garden 
soil from the drying effects of 
sun and wind. A mulch won’t 
keep all weed seeds from sprout- 
ing. But it will greatly reduce 
the weed problem. 

During hot, summer days, the 
temperature of unprotected soil 
sometimes rises to the point at 
which growth of plants is re- 
tarded. A mulch will keep soil 
cooler and prevent wide fluctua- 
tion in temperatures. 

During rainfall, a mulch will 
keep soil from splashing on fruits 
and vegetables. And it will keep 
such crops as cucumbers, musk- 
melons and watermelons from 
being in direct contact with the 
soil—where they become dirty 
and possibly decayed. 

If your garden is on a slope, a 
mulch will aid in prevention of 
erosion. And, at the erid of the 
season, the mulch can be worked 


into the soil to help maintain the 
supply of organic matter which 
is so important in production of 
good crops. 

A mulch will help prevent dry 
rot, or blossom-end rot, in toma- 
toes. Some diseases are spread 
when rain splashes contaminated 
soil on the lower leaves of crops. 
Mulch helps avoid that possibil- 
ity. 

What crops are benefited most 
by a mulch? The list includes 
tomatoes, potatoes, cucumbers, 
muskmelons, squash, peppers, 
cabbage, broccoli, possibly others.

The summer mulch will work | 
wonders in flower gardens, too. 
You can use it around roses, | 
gladiolus, dahlias—as well as an- | 
nuals and perennials. Young | 
trees and shrubs also respond 
where a mulch is_ used. 
strawberries and raspberries are 
benefited to a great extent. 

Many different materials can 
be used for mulching the garden. 
Oat straw or old hay work nicely 
if applied to a depth of five or six 
inches. Grass clippings four or 
five inches déep will do the job. 
And, of course, peat moss or saw- 
dust applied to a depth of two 
inches are very effective. A 
three-inch cover of ground corn- 
cobs or wood shavings also is a 
satisfactory mulch. 

Mulches should be applied 
during the first half of June, 
as a general rule. Be sure the 
soil has a chance to become 
warm before the mulch is ap- 
plied. 


Extra nitrogen fertilizer may 
be needed when your garden is 
mulched. That’s because a tem- 
porary shortage of nitrogen is 
likely to result when mulching 
material starts to decay. 

It’s good advice, then, 
some nitrogen fertilizer or

What’s Ahead... 


WATCH THE WEATHER for market tips on grain and 
cattle in the two or three months ahead. Dry spells will 
strengthen grain prices. But dry 
pastures mean price cuts for cattle, 
except the corn-fed kind. Wet, cold 
June after the cold May we had would 
put a premium on sound corn. 


SIGNS POINT to a let-up in cattle 
marketing for this month. Iowa farm- 
ers indicate they will market 11 per- 
cent fewer cattle this June than last 
June. But July offerings of fed cattle 
may pick up. 





Homer Hush 


BUTTER PURCHASES to support prices may go higher 
this year than last despite the change in supports from 
9) to 75 percent of parity. Government bought more but- 
ter in the first half of May this year than for the same 
period last year. Production of milk promises to be higher 
than last year. 


YOU MIGHT as well plan on allotments for corn next 
year and quotas for wheat. And that severe restrictions 
will be placed on use of diverted acres. 


HOG MARKETINGS this June will be about 25 percent 
under last June, according to farm surveys. But some 
increase will come in July particularly in packing sows. 


NEW PATTERN in fall hog marketings is still indi- 
cated by monthly Iowa farrowings. Bigger than usual per- 
cent of spring pigs will come to markets July thru October. 
Smaller percent than usual in November and December. 

Farrowings on Iowa farms December thru March were 
sl percent more than for the four-month period last year. 
April farrowings were five percent less than last April. 
May farrowing report is expected to show a decrease. 


TOTAL SPRING PIG crop in Iowa will be up about 10 
percent if May farrowings prove to be down percent 
as in April. Farmers intentions as of March gjndicated 

eight percent increase in spring pig totai. 


POULTRY, EGGS AND TURKEYS may be produced 

record numbers in the 12 months ahead. On May l, 
farm replacements for egg layers were eight percent above 
one year ago. Broiler repJacements since January 1 were 
six percent higher. And number of poults placed indicate 
the turkey crop will exceed the record 60.9 million raised 
1952.

theme “Dairy Foods, for Taste, 
Health, Economy” is off to a good start.
